He had long previous cnter- 
tained the potion that it was not solid from 
refle: ‘Maer taal the Autvor o| Nature had 
made nothing m Vain, every thing was, 
of coprse, constructed without waste of 
materials; apd it appeared to him that 
besides the apparent waste of matter that 
yaust take place, if the earth, and all the 








heavenly bodies were solid, they would 
be much less secure from the clfects of 
internal convulsions.—Pursuig his favou 
rite jdea, he supposed that the cevtre, 
being the focus of* the whole concave 
suriace, might, by means not very dif- 
ferent from what we know-do exist, be 
furnished with heat in a sufficient degree 
10 produce light also, and thus form a 
subterranean world, in all respects cal- 
culated for the abode of millions of inha- 
bitants, enjoying perpetual suinmer and 
perpetual cay. 

The itig-nuity of Witson soon furnish. 
him with a method of endeavouring to 
ascertain whether the earth was hollow or 
not. The fact that the plumb line 1s af- 
fected in the neighbourhood of large 
mountains, has already been proved; and | 
it oceurred to him that, asthe earth it-| 
self attracts all bodies, a weight far below 
the surface would be attracted upwards 
by the mass of earth above it, in pro- 
portion as descended deeper. On this | 
principle he argued, that if the earth were 
solid, the point at which «a body would 
lose all us weight must be near the centre; 
but if only a shell, that point would be at 
the depth of rather more than half its 
thickness. Conjecturing the whole thick- 
ness to be 200 miles, (more or less) the 
depth at which a body would lose its 
weight, would be at about 120 miles. 

Mr. Wilson now deterinined on mak- 
ing some experiments; and providing 
himself with the necessary apparatus, he 
chose some deep mines in the West of 
Fngland. A piece of lead, of several 
pounds weight, being first accurately 
weighed atthe surface, was let down by 
a small! line, to the depth of 100 feet; in 
which situation it was again weighed at 
the surface, and so on at every 100 feet 
of its descent, till it reached the bottom 
of the shaft. Every 100 feet of the line 
was also weighed previously to being let 
down, and again immediately on being 
drawn up on account of its imbibing so 
much moisture from the steam of the pit 
aso increase its weight considerably. The 
result of this experinent, which Mr. W. 
repeated in various places, and in various 
ways, proved highly satisfactory; for afier 
making every necessary allowance, with a 
further deduction for any inaccuracy that 
might have escaped him, he found that the 
weight lost its gravity so rapidly that at the 
depth of about 35 or 40 miles, it would no 
longer have descefided. According to his 
calculation, therefure, the shell of the 
earth could not be more than about 70 
miles thick, ins‘ead of 200, as he at first 
conjectured, Elated to find the result of 
tis experiments so strongly favouring his 
theory, he immediately circulated the 
proposals above mentioned ; but meeting 
with litthey encouragement, and being 
cramped by poverty, having a large 
family to support, he was unub'e to carry 
his designs into execution. In the mean- 
time his health declined from intense 
study as well as disease, and he died soon 
afterwards in the 61st year of his age.

The 
surf made such inroads into the town, 


i P.M. accordingly the fury of the storm 
being then at its height, the scene exhi- 
bited along the shore was of the most aw- 
ful description. Boats were in all quar- 
ters Crageed up inio the streets, or dash- 
ed into countless atoms upon the beach. 
Bathing machines, for security, were tack- 
ed upon the perpendicular cliffs, and hung 
suspended by the pulies. Solid oak tim- 
bers torn, as if by an earthquake, from the 
groynes, were booming aad crashing in 








that nothing could stop its fury; the whole 
of the lower part of the town Was inunda- 
ted. Every individual who inhabited a‘ 
house on the beach had nothing but ruin 
and death staring him tn the face; to re- 
treat lo the town was utterly impossible 
‘hhe shrieks of the different females, 
together with the tremendous roaring ol 
the sea, and the general wreck on every 
side, presented a scene of the most awful 
und alarming kind. Almost cvery boat 
on the beach was broken to pieces. Houses 
were seen blown down by the wind, others 
knocked down by the fury of the sea; 
others quite unroofed; and the whole town 
was deluged. At length, happily for us 
all, daylight appeared, which presented 
a scene which beggars all description. 
At this time the tide had arrived at its 
highest; had it continued half an hour 
longer pot a house near the beach would 
have been standing. Every person was 
anxious to preserve the wreck of the 
litle property that was left. Men and 
women were busily engaged in taking 
their goods from their windows, otbers 
were endeavouring to preserve their lives, 
which they effected with great difficulty 
vy Jetting themselves down, by means of 
sheets, trom their bed rooms into boats; 
others escaped by swimming. Fortunate- 
ly the wind changed more to the westward 
and moderated, or we must have had the 
second part last night, for we are destitute 
of any beach to check the sea from break- 
ing into the town. Itis highly sutistacto- 
ry to state, that in all our calamiues no 
lives were lost. 


Tuxsnipce WeLts, Nov. 23. 

One oi the most tremendous storins o! 
lightning and thunder, attended with hai, 
in t.€ memory of the oldest inhabitants, 
visited this place and neighbourhood, 
about cight o'clock on Sundsy evening. 
As a female servant of Mrs. Mayo, Mount 
Ephraim, was aitting by the fire side, a 
flash of lightning struck her, and deprived 
her of sight. La 

By a letter from Plymouth we have 
learned the effects of the dreadtul storm 
there. On Monday and lues!ay twen- 
ty-four vessels were wrecked in the har- 
bour, and it js supposed that the Break- 
water light vessel bas found.red wth al! 
the p. ople on boarc. Pie number of lives 
Josi has not yet been aseertained. The 
desiruction was coufined to merch. n'men. 
An one ofthe merchantmen there was a 
considerable quantity of plate for the SJar- 
quis of Watertord, about 10001b. of which 
was saved. Vhe Hibernia, laden with 
bu.ter, tallow. &e. from Ireland, struck 
on we Victualling d6ffice Pon, about 3 
o’clock: the piercing cries of the crew it 
is impossible to describe; no assistance 
could be rendered forsome time. Abuut 
half past four o’clock, one man was saved 
from the rigging, to which he had been 
clinging for upwards of an i our: the rest 
‘of the crew perished. Such a scene oi 
desolation 1s now exhibt:d on the shores 
as no one who has not withessed it can 
possibly conceive. ‘The 8th. regiment 
how lying in the garrison, have been ve- 
ry aclive in protecting the property trom 
those who commonly m ke a trade ofthe 
misfortunes others. Seven persoiis 
arenow confined in che Borough prison, 
jor pifering from the different wrecks. 
Ofitne amountof property lost no idea 
can vet be given. 

Monday morning the Camilla steam | 
picket arrived at Southampton in tow of 
the Lord Beresford, in a shattered state, 
having been run foul of by a large trans- 
port, of 400 tons burden, the night before, 
It wasa dark squally night, and a heavy 
squall had just come on, which engaged 
the atient.on of the whole crew when sud- 
denly the look-out sang out ‘s' ip ahead.’ 
They immeciately hailed her but too Late. | 
She struck the Camilla stern on. on ier 
padale box, crushed 1 into a heap of splin 
ters, with the iron work, and threw down, 
the ponderous won chimney at the engine, 
which brought down the m:zen mast also 
with itinis full. Whe captain at the 
helm was knocked down by a blow from 
something, and in attempting to go ahead 
was scalded by the hot water and steam, 
which issued forth in great abundance. — 
From the violence of the shock, and the 
heel it gave her to leeward, cvery one on 
boar conc!uced she was immediately geo- 
ing down, and hailed the the ship which 
run foulofthem to say so. But she refu- 
sed to stop forthem. The Comilla gain- 
ed the anchorage of Spithead, and was 
towed up the neximorning. Her escape 
was truly miraculous. Had sie been 
struck six feet either more forward or a- 
baft, the superior s'ze and weig!t of our 
vessel must have sunk her onon the spot, 
and probably not one would have survi- 
ved to tell her tale; but the padcle box re- 
ceiving the first blow broke the force of it. 
Another wonderful escape was that one 
of the seamen who but a m nute belore 
had left the small pent-house which sur- | 
rounds the padcle box. He must have 
been wevalably crushed to atoms. 

Brighton, Nov. 24. 

We were visited-on Tuesday morning 
by one of the most violent tempes: at south 
west that has been Known upon tis coas! | 
for forty years. The ol ‘est of our inhati-] 
tants do not recollect its equal since the 
year 1784; as in its resistless character it 
more nearly resembled the Tiffoon, the 
Tornado, or the Hurricane, than even the 
vorst of the gales usually experienced 
upon the coast of Great Britain. 1t bemg 
the period of ahe highest spring tide, and 
the wind biowmy directly upon the land, 
of course the zresicst expectation was ex-

the surf: chimney pots, tiles, slates and 
sheet lead rained in the streets; several 
newly built houses were blown down and 
scattered before the galc; even strong men 
rat to and fro, borne by the force of the 
wind, without power of resistance, wheel- 
ed carriages were blown over, trees torn 
up by the rvots, and the strongest build- 
ings creaked and trembled and tottered 
in the blast. 

One circumstance occaaioned much 
aniuscment pon the Steyne and Cliffs 
during ihe prevalence of this tempest, 
Namely the grotesque dressess aud ap- 
pears wee of different pedestrians, who 
veatured forth and cianyg to each other, 
orto the railings, to view the spectacle. 
—Sailors in oil skin dresses—females 
with scarcely any dress at all—dandies 
drenched with salt water—elderly gentle- 
men, sans wigs, sans umbrellas, sans hand- 
kerchicfs, sans every thing—Cockney 
clerks, with both hands crossed uver the 
sumimnit of a sopped beaver, vainly endea- 
vouring lo make progress against the 
storm—dripping aldermen, and fluticring 
sea nymphs. 

Cowes, \ov. 24. 

It blew so hard yesterday that no mail 
arrivedor sailed from the island, an oc- 
currence which has not arrived before for 
upwards of forty years. On Monday, 
Mr. Richard Stephens, tide surveyor ot 
the Customs here, seized two casks of 
spirits, andin the evening eight more 
casks. On his delivering tothe Custom 
House this morning the latter seizure, he 
rowed along the s:reets, and up to the 
custom house door in his boat, a thing 
never before witnessed by the oldest resi- 
dent. The whole town of East Cowes 
was comptetely inundated, and the High 
strect, in West Cowes also, being one of 
the highest tides for the last thirty years. 


Dorchester, Nov. 23. 

Last night this town was visited by the 
most violent hurricane ever remembered 
by the oldest inhabitant. Its devastating 
effects were felt in every quarter, and the 
damage to dwelling houses in the destruc- 
ion of chimneys, roofings and glass, crea- 
ted alarm and anxiety for the safety of 
the affrighted family. About six o’clock 
this morning a heavy stack of chimneys 
on the house of the Rev. H. J. Richman, 
was blown down with a tremendous crash 
and taling on the bed of the Rev. Gen- 
tieman, crushed him and his amiable wife 
beneath the ruins. Instant alarm was 
given, and medicsi attendance promptly 
obtained ; but it was too lute; one com- 
mon and instantaneous destruction ipvolv- 
cd them both. Mr. Richman was rector 
of the Holy Trinity in this town, and had 
but a few weeks enjoyed the possession 
of the New Church recently erected in that 
parish. 


Weymouth, Nov. 23. 
It is our painful duty to report that we 
hove been visited by one of the most vio- 
lent hurricanes ever remembered on this 
coast. Nothing but ruin and cevastation 
surround us; one large vessel laden with 
rum, sugar, and cetton, came on shore 
about three niilcs west of Portland, al-out} 
2 o’clock this morning, and in five} 
minutes nota vestige of her was to be seen. 
From a piece of linen tied firmly round 
the neck of a young man, stating that he 
was a passenger, and the ship’s name 
Colville, every soul on board perished.— 
Seventeen of the dead bodies are already 
thrown up by the sea.
